This  has  been  a dark  passage  and  one 
quite  difficult  if  not  whojly  impossible  of 
arriving  at  a trfSe  interpretation.  Thegreat- 
, • est  scholars  haVe  Ixscti  tluf  m|st  unwilling 
to  speak  definitely.  Those  who  have  been 
willing  to  leatI\in,itsdiscussioh  have  largely 
been  those  of1  theological,  bias.  Careful 
‘ study  of  great  minds  shows  them  to  be  in- 
clined to  different  conclusions  at  different 
periods  o £ their  lives.  Thtre  are  some 
things  about  this  Scripture  *of  which  we 
may  know  assuredly : , / _ 

1.  Thqt  Christ  did  the  preaching.  Of 
_all  interpretations  I have  vet  to  find  one 

whodeuied  that  Christ  was  the  preacher. 
Peter  explicitly  states  this:  ^ He  went- and 
preac|cd  to  tlie  Spirits  of  men  in  prison.” 
There ‘cannot  justly  1*  any  question  about 
who  did  the  preaching.  i ; * 

2.  Those  to  whom  he  preached  — Scrip- 

ture is  too  plain  for  any  one  So  doubt  about 
this.  He  agree  as  to  whom  he  preached. 
Peter  plainly isay 8 1 "*1  Who  sometimes  were 
disobedient,  when  once  the  tong  ‘buffering 
of  God  waited  in  the  days  ofXoah.”  That 
Christ  din  the  preaching  pnd  that  He 
preached  tf>  those  who  pete,  disobedient 
while  Noah  was  preparing  the  Ark,  can- 
not with  Scripture  justly  interpreted,  be 
questioned.  Now,  when  did' l^r  preach  to 
Ahem.?  There  seems  to  be  dwo.  answers 
that  are  furnished  : ■ , 

I.  That  Christ  after  His  qrtcifixion  and 
burial  and  prior  to  his  resumption,  while 
in  a disembodied  state,'  descended  into 
hades  and  there  met  the  oncej  disobedient 
Ante  diluvians  and  preachetkto  them. 

Edersheim  (L  iv  T of  Jesiqs  :the  Mesiah 
vol.2p.  610)  takes  this  position.  ' Eder- 
sheim felt  the  special  difficulty  hfe  w0ul&  ex- 
perience in  sustaining  such  a position;  so, 
he  simply  asserts  it  without  jarguing  the 
question.  Dr.  J.  R.fGraves  agrees  with  the 
above  intetpretation.  He  offers  several 
arguments  tp  sustain  his  position  but  all 
based  upon  his  own  interpretation,  which  I 
cannot  admit  as  being  a natural  rendering 
of  the  original.  The  absurdity  of  the  con- 
clusion isxlcarlv  shown’  by  observing  the 
possible  purpose  he  could  Wave  had  in 
preaching  to  those)  who  were . disobedient 
in  the  days  of  Noafr.  ' ^

Witnessing  for  Christ. 

The  value  of  testimony  depends  largely 
on  the  character  of  the  witness,  and  the 
nature  of  the  case.  A witness  is  first  ex- 
' s mined  as  to  his  mental  and  moral  quali- 
fications, and  then  his  testimony  is  received 
and  weighed  according  to  his  fitness  to  tes- 
tify in  the  case.  His  testimony  must  be 
the  facts  of  his  own  personal  knowledge, 
free  from  prejudice  and  malice.  In  order  to 
be  a witness  one  must  be  able  to  tell  what 
he  knows  and  according  to  the  demands  of 
the  case.1  Statements  made  when  out  of 
fiourt  and  not  under  oath  are  not  binding’ 
on  the  speaker.  1 ; 1 

The  Bible  abounds  in  many  very  remark- 
able instances  of  men  being  severely  tried, 
and  of  them  enduring  hardships  for  the 
truth’s  sake.  The  apostles  suffered  much 
for.  their  belief,  and  all  except  John  died  for 
it  in  the  end.  He  is  said  to  have  been  put 
into  boiling  oil,  and  was  certainly  banished 
To  Patmos;  but  there  heaven  came  to  earth 
and  he  beheld  its  beauty  and  glory.  This 
faithfulness  is  unquestionable  evidence  of 
their  siqceritv,  and  they  were  not  men 
likely  to  be  deluded. 

They  surely  bore  themselves  as  ambas-
